The day waa perfect, and by 9 o'clock 


there wore groat croxda of men at each 
polling place, and by noon 70 per cent of 
the registered vote had been cast. 


The general feeling during the day 


seemed in favor ol Harrison's chances, 
and what betting was doce waa in hia 
favor. The Australian ballot waa used, 
and the chances that old time Demo- 
cratic majorities in the stock yards, 
where Allerton was very popular, would 
be largely cut, made a factor in the bet- 
ting, and went a lonjj way toward keep- 
ing down tho amount; ol money wagered. 


The German population, which was 


confidently expected to 50 almost aolidly 
against Harrison, proved a disappoint' 
roent to both parties, as It seems to 
have split between the two candidates 
and not to have proven the decisive 
factor it was in the election last Novem- 
ber when it went EO heavily for Clave* 
lond and Altgeld aa to virtually settle 
the electoral vote of the state. 
By 5 o'clock crowds began to congre- 


gate in front of the newspaper offices to 
await returns. There were many alter- 
cations between partisans and many 
bloody uosaa before the evening was 
over. 


Tha first returns began strongly in fa- 


vor of Harrison and hia followers simply 
went wild, 


Tho throng in tho streets became eo 


dense that several linos of street cars 
were compelled to Btop running until tho 
police could force au opening for them.

o ba BucceBfilul. Mr. Armstrong's appa- 
ratus can be nold at a figure within the 
means of every one having two cows, 
and its capacity ia from three to twenty 
pounds, according to the quantity of 
milk. The process is so simple ana the 
apparatus under such perfect control 
hat any boy or girl of ordinary intelli- 
;em*G can work it successfully. 


During hot weather, whon batter can- 


not be made, the year's supply of cheese 
can be manufactured, thus making a 
common article of food all over the land 
for those who keep a few cows. 


Mr. Armstrong has applied for epaco 


at the World's Fair and expects to have 
\ machine on exhibition during the fair.

Soon after the steamer T,os Angeles,

When the Los Angelea elowly steamed

emaciated, too weak to do anything but 
waved their arms in'a feeble manner, 
and their faces scratched aud bruised. 


They niipsared more libo men who 


were ready to gaep their last than those 
in whom sufficient energy existed to re- 
store J fe. 


Two men were lowered and called on 


;bo men in tho boat to rise and be 
laSpoti aboard tho steamer, bat they 
were too weak and only waved their 
Lianda and rnoaued in a pitiful manner. 


Eaoh man was hoisted aboard the 
pamEhip. They were tamlarly cared 


(or by the Hurgeor. 


Captain Drummond WBB in the best 


condition of any of the men rescued. 
After bping warmed and fed he began to 
recover strength and waa able in three 
bonrs to tell the following story: 


"After the Ore on the King James was 


diecovered it bad gotten on such, head- 
way that it was impossible to stay it. 
We put out two Hie boats and provis- 
ioned both boate anil placed sixteen men 
in each. You already know of the ea 
cape of the firat mate's boat. We loft 
the ship March 30th, at 4 o'clock in tho 
morning. At 6.40 o'cljck oa March 3Ist 
a

boat capsized. Eleven men, including 
myself, aucteeded in clinging to the up- 
tarned boat for six hours. We hung to 
thin boat it seemod six years. The men 
prayed and prayed (or help, and it was 
the saddest scene 1 have taken part in 
for many years. The men finally suc- 
ceeded in turning the boat when the sea 
had calmed, then for fourteen hours we 
remained iu the water up to our waists. 
We bated the boat out, but onr provis- 
ions ami oard and, even the rudder was 
lost. We toro awav part of tbe coverlnR 
for air tanka to make oara dud improvised 
a rudder.

Tha 
use of cables to dn*c Btreet cars has 
already reduced tho pervice performed 
by horeea in tho cities, and the exten- 
sion of the trolley Bj-Btun in tho euburba 
and the perfection of electric motors 
will relieve many other thousands of 
horaea from euch service. It baa not 
been HO very long since nearly all tbo 
threshing wan done by boreoa; now cnly 
a very nmall percentage of even tho 
threshing machines are wcrked by horpe 
power. Practically all of the plowing is 
now done by horses, but a cheap and 
practical eieam plow will be shown to 
visitors to the World's Fair, and it ia 
not improbable that in ten years from 
BOW quite a large percentage of plowing 
will be done without the aid of horses. 
The need in the cities and on the farms 
for fewer horeeo will tend more and more 
to reduce their market value. Com- 
monly bred horses will be the first to 
deteriorate in price; indeed, it is doubt- 
ful whether finely bred horses will suffer 
at all. There IB no reason why they 
should. The purposes for which tbey

SKAMOKIK, l"a. April 1.—A mtner'a 


lamp caused an explosion in the Neileon 
shaft, operated by Langdon & Co., this 
morning1. Many miners in the mine at 
tbe time escaped, bat twelve or fifteen 
lost their lives, and a number of mulea 
were suffocated. Owing to yesterday 
being a holiday, not aa many men were 
at work as usual. Ten dead have been 
recovered. It is not certainly known 
whether any more are in tho mine, 
which ia burning fiercely with momen- 
tary danger of explosion. Despite thia, 
a force of men and officials are battling 
with tbe ftamei and gae. The dead were 
all found in a vein to which Bmoke

feet below. A thoaeand men are out of 
employment. 
Attempt! were made to fight the fire, 


bat those who started to do ao were 
compelled to flee lor their livea. 
Ten men loat their lives white at work 


nearly 100 feet above where the fire 
broke out, through the airway of which 
the smofee poured, suffocating the nn- 
fortunatea like rats in a trap. 


Almost the entire town gathered m 


the vicinity of the bnrninfj flume, where 
the scenes were inoet distressing. 


About mid-day a reBCuioj* party went 


down the shaft. When thuy had pro- 
ceeded H abort distance, under constant 
danger of suffocation, they came across 
the bodies of two men locked in each 
otbera arms. Further on the bodies of 
eight more men were fonnd, making ten 
dead in all. 
The bodies were removed to the sur- 


face with much difficulty and taken to 
the b'ackBmith shops, where tbe moat 
pathetic scenes were witnessed. 


Only two mules were gotten out alive, 


and there are thirty dead mules in tbe 
mine.

The Compulsory Law to Be Enforced 


Rext Fall-A Half Year 


Between Grades. 


A special meeting of the city board of 


education was held last night. 


City Superintendent Ileaton reported 


several 
following 
recommendations, 


which were adopted. He recommended 
that the compulsory education law be 
enforced. The enforcement of this law 
will keep n good many children in school 
who are now becoming trnants and 
hoodlums. The board decided to have 
the school census taken with special 
reference to the cumpnlsory school law 
so as to obtain the name, flge and rssi- 
dence of every pupil. 
The superintendentrecomniended tbat 


an address by some prominent educator 
bo substituted for the easays, etc., of 
pupils at tbe High school commence- 
ment eiercieea. This will give tho clots 
the lull term ol tbe regular school work. 
The recommendation was adopted. An 
effort will bo made to secure tbe attend- 
ance of Professor MoBes of the State 
University. 
The superintendent also recommended 


that the systems of semi-annual promo- 
tions be adopted. At the preaent time 
there is a year betweon tho grades, and 
by the new systems there will be only 
half a year, thus giving a better system 
of grading and bettor instruction. Under 
tbe present system if a pupil on account 
of sickness or other reasons drops be- 
hind bis clsas it will be a delay of a year 
whereas by the new system the delay 
will not be longer than half a year. The 
recommendation was adopted and the 
new system will be enforced in all grades 
bslow the High school. Thisplan is fol- 
lowed in all large cities. 
The board decided to take immediate 


steps towards calling an election for bonds 
for the hi«h school. To this end toe 
board resolved to employ counBel to take 
charge of thn entire proceedings in order 
that all the steps may be regularly made.

All arrangements for representation

Members ot the houae who are in the 


city aro outspoken in their protests 
against the extravagances which the in- 
vestigations of Secretaries Gresham and 
Carlisle have disclosed, and there is talk 
of introducing a resolution iu the senate 
aaking for an investigation. This pro- 
ceeding is discouraged by some, who say 
it is wholly unnecessary in view of the 
fact that the two secretaries are do- 
ing all the investigating necessary, and 
when they reach a conclusion they may 
bo relied upon to act quite as vigorously 
and fearlessly as any senate committee. 
Moreover, thoro is a wider spread of a 
feeling of confidence in Secretary Gres- 
harn's ability to get at the bottom of a 
complication of this kind.

and deep thinking Judge J. K. Law of 
ilereed bus given judgment for the de- 
endanta, with $20 costs, in tho contested 
election eaiw of W. W. Machen aiamat 
Smith Norris, and G. N. Freman against 
K. H. Austin. The Codings wera 
ed 


yesterday and are the same in each ease, 
:xcepting in tbe matter of the no no bar 
if votoa received by the candidates for 
>ach ol the contented officer. It ie there- 
ore necessary to give the findings in 
nly one of the cases, and that of Machen 
against Norria ifl chosen. They are as 
ollows: 


"After hearing tbe evidence both oral 


and docamentory, ottered and introduced 
n behalf of the plaintiff, and the aaid da- 
endant having declined to introdoce any 
eetimony, and submitted tho case npon 
,he teatimony ottered by a&id plaintiff, 
ho court took the e*me under advice- 
ment and havine folly considered the 
aw and evidence, and being fully ad- 
vised in the premises, the court does 
now mako of it the following findinna of 
act and conclusions of law: 


"That a Reneral election was hem in tho 


county of Fresno, atateof California, on 
ha Sth day of November, 1892, that at 
aaid election the plaintiff, W. W. Ma- 
chen, tbe defendant, Smith Norris, and 
me Milton McAVhurter, and one G.

Wyllie, were voted for, and were

"That at said election the defendant, 


Smith Norris, received 3009 votes for the 
eaid office of recorder of the eonnty of

votes, tiad the said O. W. Wyllie rp- 
coivod 299 votes for said oflice, an i said 
v tea, as rocoived by aaid parties wero 
lie only vot=a caet at oaid election for 
laid oflice. 
"That the board of eupsivisors, of the 


county o! Freano, met on the first Mon- 
day after said general election, ard can-

3009 votes for said office of eonnty re- 
corder of tbe county of Fresno, aud that 
the-plaintiff, W; W. Machen, received 
2991 votes for said office, and tbat said 
Milton McWhorter received 1501 votoa 
for aaid office, and that the aaid G. W. 
Wyllie received 299 votes for oaid office;

office of recorder, the clerk of Bait 
board, being the county clerk of said 
eonnty, Immediately made up and de- 
livered to tho defendant a certificate o 
election, as required by law, certifying 
that he, the aaid defendant, Smith Nor- 
ria, had been daly and legally elected tc 
such office of recorder of the county o 
Fresco. 
"That all of tho allegations of plain-

For away seem the times and the riti 


of tbo Druids; even nnOcr the mistletoe 
at yuleride—the time of Yowling. Theirs 
Ws ona of tho most ancient and prinri 


id its cult is greatly 


_ _ _ _ y. Yet it is not alto- 


gether dead. Among the hills of "Wales 
many stmuge relics of tho past remaiu- 
There may bo no <:fragmeiit3 of forgot- 
ten peoples," bnt there ore legends and 
customs and songs and social and reli- 
gious rites preserved unchanged from the 
days of Arthur and Merlin and Taliessin. 
There are probably not a few seers who, 
like Glendower, "can summon Epirits 
from tho vasty deep," though whether or 
not they will come is vet a mooted ques- 
tion. 
And as for tho Druids, their line is 


yet unbroken, aud their weird _ rites are 
still celebrated as of old. 


Tho death occurred at Llantrissaut of 


Dr. "William Price, who held the distin- 
guished office of archdruid of Wales. 
He waa something more than 93 years 
old and might have passed for one of the 
old time bards who perished in King Ed- 
ward's reign, go rugged and antique wns 
his appearance. Sis or seven years ago, 
It may be remembered, au infant that 
had been bom to aim in his old ago (lied, 
and its body was publicly cremated by 
him with Druidical rites. For this he 
was arrested snd brought to trial. But 
after a hot contest in court he was ac- 
quitted, and a decree was pronounced 
from the bench establishing the entire 
legality of this form of funeral. 
Ac- 


cordingly when Dr. Price himself died 
a similar ceremony was enacted without 
thought of interference. 


.The ceremony took place on the sum- 


mit of a high bill at Caerlun, the very 
snot where the body of the infant had 
been burned. Several hundred tickets 
were issued to the friends and former 
patients of Dr. Price, entitling them to 
enter the mclosuro and witness the bum- 
ing. 
The honr first set was noon. But 


public 'curiosity rose to BO high a pitch 
that, to avoid being overwhelmed by a 
mob of sightseers, it was at the last mo- 
ment decided to change it to 7 o'clock in 
the morning. Bo in tho^gray light ef 
that early honr the strange procession 
made its way to the hilltop. No mourn- 
ing garb was to be seen. The closest 
friends of the deceased Druid were at- 
tired in the ancient costumes of thn 
Welsh people. 


Tbe body of Dr. Price was clothed in 


the Drnidical robea be had worn in life 
and was then placed in a coffin of per- 
forated sheet iron. On the hilltop two 
stone walls had been built, fonr feet 
apart, each, being about 10 feet long and 
4 feet high. A number of iron bars ex- 
tending from one to the other formed a 
rude grating between them, some dis- 
tance above tho ground, and upon these 
bars the coffin was placed, the head be- 
ing toward tbo east and the feet toward 
the west. 


A clergyman of the Established church 


was present and read the ordinary serv- 
ice for the dead in Welsh. The vest- 
ments of the church contrasted as 
strangely with the Druidical garb worn

IVtin Thnro an Age of Cupper? 


M, Berthclot, the well known French 


technicist, iu n communication to the 
Academic des Sciences, states hia belief 
'in the some time existence of nnagoof 
COPJH.T in addition to tho three recog- 
nized arclireologicnl eons of stone, bronze 
(copper and tin) and iron. He bases hie 
opinion clnoflj* upon an analysis of a 
picco of copper which had boeu found by 
M. de Sarzec in tho course of antiqua 
rian investigations in Mesopotamia, or 
Al Jezira, as tho Arabs designate the 
famous stretch of country between the 
Euphrates and cho Tigris. Tho fragment 
thus chemically determined proves to 
have neither tin nor zinc entering into 
its composition, thero being simply traces 
of ieail and arsenic. 
; 


Water and tho atmosphere had made 
'•• 


ravages into the specimen, whicli w.is 
practically a subosielo or a compound of 
protoxide and metallic copper. As tho 
rums from which tho piece of metal was 
token are authoritatively considered to 
bo more ancient than eventhoso of Baby- 
lon, M. Berthelot does not hesitate ty 
promulgate the theory that an age of 
copper preceded the bronze- and iron 
periods, especially as tbe examination of 
the component parts of a, portion of a 
metallic scepter which, it is alleged, be- 
longed to a pharaoh who reigned in 
Egypt some 8,500 years B. C., showed no 
sign of the presence of tin.—London 
Iron. 


FosIUon ofTVoail and Its DarabiWtj. 
The problem 1ms troubled many why 


two pieces of wood, sawed from tho same 
section of a true, bhouKl possess very 
varied characteristics when used in dif- 
ferent positions. For example, a gate- 
post will bo found to decay much faster 
if the butt end of the treo is uppermost 
than would bo tho case if tho top wero 
placed in this position. The reason is 
that tho moisture of tho atmosphere will 
permeate tho pores of tho wood nrnclr 
more rapidly the way tho tree grewthau 
it would if in the opposite direction. 


Microscopical examination proves that 


tho pores invite the a?rent of moisture, 
whilo they repel its descent. Take the 
familiar case of a wooden bucket. JHany 
may have noticed that some of tho staves 
appear to bo entirely saturated, ivhik 
others are apparently quite dry. This 
arises from tho same cause—tho dry 
staves nro in tho position in which the 
treo grow, whilo tho saturated ones ;iru 
reversed.—London Tit-Bits.
